com fort 
them 
In 
their 
sufferings, 
w hich 
be felt 
deeply. 
Thoro 
was 
great comfort in the firm ness of the 
Fren ch Catholics. 
T ile French C ath­ 
olics must he prepared 
for all sorts 
if trials, 
hut they w ere 
certain of 
final victory. 
Regarding the ecclesiastical proper­ 
ties, tile encylical said the pope had 
not 
abandoned them. 
T he 
French 
governm ent had imposed on the C ath­ 
olics of Fra n ce an organization w hich 
the clinch was absolutely unable to ac­ 
cept without, im perilling her existence 
as a d ivine Institution. 
Tho church 
could not prevent the unjust spoliation 
in progress. 
As for the proposed cul­ 
tural associations, they are contrary 
to tile ecclesiastical hierarchy giv<-n 
to the church by the D ivin e Founder 
H im self, 
and the pope 
condemned 
them in spite of the m aterial injuries 
involved at the hands of the govern­ 
ment. 
Besides the law conferred on 
these associations attributes regarding 
both the exercise of w orship and pos­ 
session and 
adm inistration 
of the 
church property which pertains alone 
to 
ecclesiastical 
authority. 
F in a lly 
the associations 
are not only 
with 
draw n from ecclesiastical jurisdiction, 
hut are placed under civil authority. 
Continuing, the pope said:

“ W e have been accused of prejudice 
and inconsistency.

condem nable on m any points and w i t 
only accented in order to avoid tre a t­ 
er evils, the situations are v- ry difb r- 
ent. 
T he Germ an law explicit Tv re-og- 
nized 
the Catholic hierarchy, which 
the French does not 
As ho th-* an­ 
nual declaration required 
for public 
worship, if did 
not offer the 
lo a1 
guarantee that 
the church 
had t he 
right to expect. 
N evertheless to ob­ 
viate worse evils, the church rn mkt 
have tolerated 
m aking declarations, 
but laying down that the clergy shall 
ho only occupants 
of the 
churches 
w ithout any legal status and w ills: ti 
the right to perform -any adm inistra­ 
tiv e act in the exercise of their m inis­ 
try placed them in such a vague and 
h u m ilitatin g position that the m aking 
of declarations could not he accepted. 
“ It rem ains to exam ine the law re­ 
cently voted by the cham bers. 
From 
the point of view of church property 
it Is a law of spoliation and confisca­ 
tion and has consummated the pillage 
of the church. 
“ Although her D ivine Founder was 
horn poor in a stable and died poor on 
the cross 
and although she 
knows 
poverty from the cradle the property 
she w as possessed

the less 
belonged to her and no one had the 
right to deprive her of it.

from N ew York when her m achinery 
was disabled.

Roughly estim ated, 
the vessel 
was 
then 330 m iles from this port, w hich 
o rdin arily she would have made on 
N ew Y e a r’s day. 
Helpless, the Ponce 
drifted for ten days, 
her signals of 
distress being picked up by the G er­ 
man steam er on Ja n . 8. T he Rickm ers, 
C aptain W alsen, had sailed two days 
earlier from Ph ilad elp h ia 
for N aga­ 
saki. 
The offices of the ow ners rem ained 
open late at night and G eneral M an­ 
aged M ooney was as busy exchanging 
congratulations w ith friends of those 
aboard the Bonce, as he had been for 
a week answ ering 
queries as to the 
steam er's probable fate.

for high crim es or misdem eanors, 
lf 
a senator is to he punished, it must he 
done I y the state or federal courts. 
O nly federal officers, lie m aintained, 
are im peachable and this im peachm ent 
must be for acts com m itted as such 
federal officers. 
T he precedent cited w as the unsuc­ 
cessful 
effort 
to 
im peach 
Senator 
Blount of Tennessee, 
charged 
with 
treasonable 
correspondence w ith 
a 
foreign nation, more than IOO years 
ago. 
T h e conclusion 
then. M r. Hop­ 
kins said, had never 
been reversed 
and that was that Sen ator Blount was 
not an officer of the U nited States. 
A fter citing other cases, M r. H op­ 
kins rem arked that it was unnecessary 
for him to multiply evidence to demon­ 
strate his point that individual states 
have no power to add an y qualification 
to a senator 
other than 
those pre­ 
scribed by tho 
fed* ral Constitution. 
R e fe rrin g d irectly 
to M r. Smoot, he 
con tinued : 
“ It is conceded by the chairm an of 
the com m itter on privileges and elec­ 
tions that 
Senator Sm oot 
possesses 
all qualifications spoken of In the Con­ 
stitution itself. 
It 
is also 
conceded 
that Senator Smoot is not a polyga­ 
m ist; that he is a man, in his per­ 
sonal relations as son, and husband, 
father and citizen, 
above reproach; 
that in nil of the relations of citizen­ 
ship he has lived a sing ularly pure and 
upright life.” 


S m o o t a C h ris tia n Gentleman. 


H e then asked: 
“ W h y , then, should 
he he expelled from 
this body, dis­ 
graced. dishonored for life, a stigm a 
placed 
upon his 
children, his 
life 
wrecked and the happiness of his w ife 
destroyed? 
He is a C hristian gentle­ 
man and his religious belief lins taken 
him into the church of Jesu s Christ of 
L a tte r Day Saints, 
com m only called 
the Morm on church.” 
M r. Hopkins sym pathized, he said, 
with the denunciation 
of polygam y 
m a d e by Mr. Burrow s 
in his r e c e n t 
speech. 
It was, lie believed, a relic of 
R barbarous age, and a destroyer of 
the ideal home. 
“ N ever before,” he declared, w ith 
great emphasis, “ has the previous life 
or career of a senator been called in 
question 
to determ ine 
whether 
he 
should rem ain in the senate. 
“ If m embers of any C hristion church 
w ere to be charged 
w ith all of the 
crim es that have been com mitted in 
its name, where is the C hristian gen­ 
tlem an in this body who would be safe 
in his se at?" 
An extended history of the Mormon 
church was given by M r H opkins, who 
concluded that the testim ony before 
the 
senate com m ittee 
demonstrated 
that it was undergoing radical changes 
for the better and that Senator Sm oot 
represents the higher Morm onism 
H e denied that the p ro te s ta n ts had 
made good in any of the charges and 
concluded with the declaration that he 
would he false to his oath as a sena­ 
tor lf he voted to expel M r. Smoot.

Captain John Holder, who lives in a 
cabin in the Arbuckle mountains, ii, 
Indian Territo ry, believes he lias dis 
covered a new kind of honeybee, at d 
he is trying to cross it w ith tin* O'' bi­ 
nary bee, says the Kansas C ity Star. 
lie thinks that if he succeeds in get 
ting the tw o kinds of bees to cross, 
breed lo* w ill have produced a bee su­ 
perior to either, because It w ill be bet­ 
ter adapted to that country and cli­ 
mate than any bee now known. 
Captain H oM er's home is on Colbert 
creek, tw elve miles west of D avis. I. 
T. II. claim s ownership to 2,000 acres 
of wild m ountain land there and cu lti­ 
vates enough of it for his own needs. 
N ear his cabin are forty hollow stumps, 
each inhale rod by a colony of bees, 
Ile says of w hat he believes to he his 
hee discovery: 
" It Is a strange mongrel honeym aker 
They appear to be a m ixture of gray 
coated bumblebee* and yello w striped 
honeybees. 
M o s t of them are as large 
as Ita lia n queen bees. 
T hey gather 
honey and deposit it in honey balls in 
holes 
which 
they 
excavate 
ta 
the 
ground. 
The honey halls, or sacks, con­ 
sist of a w a vy substance and are about 
as thick as morocco leather. 
N early 
every sack, or cell. contains about half 
a pint of the sweetest honey im agina­ 
ble. 
11 s flavor is far superior to com­ 
mon honey, and it acts like pepsin upon 
the 
digestive 
organs. 
T he 
mongrel 
honeyinakers cover their deposits of 
sweetness w ith a lot of fine grass—in 
fact, w ith a waterproof roof. 
A good­ 
ly num ber of the mongrels are detailed 
to act .as guards to repel invaders, such 
as skunks, opossums, raccoons, ants 
and other creeping things In search of 
sweetness. 
“ Polecats dearly 
love honey. 
The 
queer bees. however, generally succeed 
In the battle, as I have found several 
dead skunks near the honey deposito­ 
ries. w here they had been stung to 
death. 
“ Som e of the honey nests are w atch­ 
ed over by from tw o to ten bees. 
The 
larger fam ilies, however, a lw a ys help 
tin* endangered 
sm aller colonies, 
as 
Ruch fam ilies alw ays make their home 
close to their more populous neighbors. 
"T h e new kind of bees alw a y s work 
early in the morning and until about 
tho middle of the afternoon, but I never 
espied one gathering sweetness al>out 
or .after sunset. 
"Tho 
mongrel 
bees 
m ake 
honey 
where 
aristocratic 
honeybees 
would 
starve to death, and therein lies their 
great value. 
They gather sweetness 
on hum ble blackjacks, sw am p w illow s, 
m ountain quinine plants, on the p reva­ 
lent 
broom 
woods, 
on 
waterm elons, 
sweet corn, sorghum cane, w ild fox 
grapes, on sumach blossoms and poison 
nails. 
Those bees are great enemies to 
snakes, gophers, rats and nosing dogs. 
A cur that has over been stung by one 
of them can never in* coaxed to again 
nose around their honey balls. 
" I have been experim enting w ith the 
new found honey gatherers. 
I have 
boon tryin g to tame them so that they 
w ill mix tim! live w ith m y civ iliz e ! 
bees. 
Tho newcomers are curiously in­ 
spected by the old settlers in the hollow 
stump or bee gums. 
Often ti terrific 
battle takes place, but I noticed that 
when ji 
moth Jittempts to enter the 
hive during the conflict the mongrels 
cease lighting their cousins and prom pt­ 
ly dispatch the intruding moth. 
Then 
very often the aristocratic bees enter 
Into am iable relations w ith the new ­ 
comers by letting them cra w l Into their 
hives. 
I ara watching this cross breed­ 
ing process with keen delight and w ill 
oidium* to introduce jis m any of the 
mongrels jis I citn capture. 
I think 
that, like Burbank iii the vegetable 
iig'dom, I may succeed in producing 
a new and more profitably honeybee 
than is vet known to tile world.''
